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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: 

Species A, claim 1 , drawn to a brazed metal heat exchanger (with no slot across 
the base wall of the elongated member). 

Species B, claim 2, drawn to a brazed metal heat exchanger (with a slot across 
the base wall of the elongated member). 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, there are no generic claims. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which depend from or otherwise require all the limitations 
of an allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after 
the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. 
MPEP § 809.02(a). 
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During a telephone conversation with Patrick Griffin on 05-08-2006 an election 
was made without traverse to prosecute the invention of Species A, claim 1 . Affirmation 
of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this office action. Claim 2 is 
withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn 
to a non-elected invention. 



Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: Reference numeral 18 is missing from Figure 1. Corrected drawing sheets 
in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of 
an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 
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Specification, page 4, lines 12-13, the phrase "The plates 16 and reinforcement 
18" should read - - The header plates 18 and reinforcements 20 - - and in line 14, the 
phrase "The reinforcement 18" should read - - The reinforcement 20 - 

Specification, page 7, line 10 should read - - easy to form. - 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is not 
supported by either a specific and substantial asserted utility or a well established utility. 

Claim 1 is claiming two different statutory classes namely a product and a 
process at the same time. 

Claim 1 is also rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. Specifically, since 
the claimed invention is not supported by either a specific and substantial asserted 
utility or a well established utility for the reasons set forth above, one skilled in the art 
clearly would not know how to use the claimed invention. 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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7. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 1, line 17, the phrase "moving vertically downwardly" is confusing and 
unclear as if the Applicant is claiming the orientation of the elongated member to be in 
any particular direction at the time that the adjacent voids are being provided but prior to 
the assembling it to the core. Applicant needs to clarify and particularly point out if the 
elongated member has to be in a vertical downward orientation at the time when the 
voids are being provided in it. 

8. Claim 1 recites the limitation "said reinforcement member" in lines 12-13. There 
is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

9. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

10. Claim 1 , as best understood, is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Siler (US 6,412,547). 

Siler teaches a brazed metal heat exchanger wherein a series of adjacent voids 
(holes 42 and 44, Fig. 2) is provided in the elongated structural member (side plates 18 
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and 20, Fig. 2) at a predetermined surface area prior to brazing to the core (including 
fins 16 and tubes 14, Fig. 1). 

Note that The Examiner consider the claim 1 to be a product by process claim 
and therefore, a recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention must result in a 
structural difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to 
patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is 
capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the claim.
